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AIR-INDIA 

AIR-INDIA EMPLOYEES’ PROVIDENT FUND 
REGULATIONS, 1954 

NOTIFICATION 

No. OM/66-1. — Ijo exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 
1953), and with the previous approval of the Central 
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Government, Air-India hereby makes the following re- 
gulations further to amend the Air-India Employees’ 
Provident Fund Regulations, 1954, namely ; — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Air-India 

Employees’ Provident Fund (Amendment) Re- 
gulations, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Air-India Employees’ Provident Fund 
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Regulations, 1954, after Regulation 19-A, the 
following regulation shall be inserted, namely : — 

‘19-B. N on-refundable Withdrawals for Housing \ 

(1) Non-ref undablc withdrawals may be sanctioned 
by the Board to a member any time after his completing 
fifteen years of service (including service in the ex-Air- 
lines and including broken period of' service, if any) or 
within ten years before the data pf his retirement on 
superannuation, whichever is earlier, from the amount of 
subscriptions and interest standing to the credit of the 
member in the fund for meethig the cost of purchasing 
or constructing a dwelling house or thp cost of purchasing 
or acquiring a house-site for such construction or the 
cost of purchasing, taking or acquiring a flat in a build- 
ing belonging to or which is to belong to a Co-operative 
Housing Society or in respect of which a Co-operative 
Housing Society is to be formed or the cost of purchas- 
ing, taking or acquiring a flat under the provisions of 
any law in that behalf for the time being in force or 
making additions or alterations to a house already owned; 
provided that such dwelling house or flat is to be pur- 
chased, taken or acquired for the purpose of the resi- 
dence of the member. 

(2) The amount of such withdrawal shall not exceed 
the total amount of the member’s own subscriptions and 
interest thereon standing to the credit of the member in 
the Fund and the withdrawal shall be granted only once 
during his membership of the Fund. 

(3) The amount sanctioned for the construction of a 
house shall be paid in two phases-of ypqual instalments and 
the construction of the house shall commence within six 
months of the withdrawal of the first instalment and shall 
be completed within six months of the withdrawal of the 
final instalment and in case of a ready built house or 
house site, the purchase shall be completed within six 
months of the withdrawal pf the. amount. 

(4) No such withdrawal shall be granted for purchas- 
ing share in the joint property or building a house on 
site owned jointly. 

(5) If the amount withdrawn is not actually utilised 
for the purpose for which it was sanctioned or the with- 
drawal exceeds the amount actually spent for the purpose 
for which it was sanctioned, the excess amount in the 
latter case and the whole amount in the first case shall 
have to be refunded by a member to the Fund within 
two months after the expiry of the period as specified in 
sub-regulation (3). 

(6) The member shall not sell or otherwise transfer 
or dispose of the dwelling house or house site or flat us 
the case may be, within 5 years from the date of such 
withdrawal or within 5 years or the last instalment of 


the withdrawal or till the date of his retirement which- 
ever is earlier. 

(7) A member who has availed of an advance under 
the Air-lndia Staff Housing Regulations, 1967 from the 
Corporation or under the scheme of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Works and Housing for the 
grant of advances for house building purpose, or has 
been allowed any assistance in this regard from any other 
Government souice. Life Insurance Corporation of India 
or the General Insurance Corporation of India, shall not 
be eligible for the grant of non-refundable withdrawal 
under sub-regulation (1)."
